To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1963* 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  general  statistics  show  little  change 
from  previous  years.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  births, 
although  the  rate  expressed  as  births  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  still 
above  the  national  average.  There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  from  6 in  I962  to  k in  1963*  The  consistently  low  level  of  infant 
mortality  which  has  now  been  achieved  is  evidence  of  the  high  standards  that 
have  been  reached  in  maternal  and  infant  welfere. 

The  overall  death  rate  in  19^3  was  slightly  less  than  in  the  previotis 
year,  and  the  rate,  although  more  than  the  national  average,  is  not 
significant  as  the  total  numbers  are  of  course,  small.  The  pattern  which 
has  become  established  in  recent  years  concerning  the  causes  of  death  is 
again  evident.  This  past  year,  malignant  conditions  were  responsible  for 
one  death  in  seven  and  nearly  two  thirds  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  cardio 
vascular  causes. 

There  is  little  to  report  about  infectious  diseases,  although  there 
were  five  notified  instances  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  compared  v/ith  one 
only  in  each  of  the  two  previous  years.  Although  present  treatment  has 
completely  transformed  the  outlook  of  tuberculosis,  it  is  still  far  from 
eradicated  and  it  is  likely  to  be  some  years  before  this  is  so.  The  only 
other  infectious  disease  that  was  notified  during  the  year  was  measles  , of 
which  there  were  eleven  cases. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  vaccination  and  immunisation 
state  of  -file  Borough  is  satisfactory.  There  was  a considerable  increase  in 
the  number  of  booster  immunisations  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  It  is 
now  policy  to  give  reinforcing  doses  of  protective  vaccine  just  prior  to 
school  entry  and  again  when  the  child  is  about  ten.  It  will  be  seen  that 
there  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  vaccinations  against 
smallpox  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  was  because  the  f igures  for 
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1962  were  unrealistic  in  that,  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  occurred  elsewhere 
in  the  United  Kingdom  which  led  to  a heavy  demand  for  vaccination  throughout 
the  country. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  report  draws  attention  to  the  fact 
that  not  as  many  inspections  have  been  made  by  him  as  would  be  ideal, 

\7ith  additional  commitments  and  responsibilities,  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  for  all  the  necessary  work  to  be  carried  out  by  one  man. 

Recent  legislation  has  extended  the  amount  of  time  which  it  is  necessary  to 
spend  on  meat  inspection  and  the  ever  increasirg  numbers  of  food  retailing 
premises  require  more  supervision,  Fut-ure  legislation  concerning  the 
offices  and  shops  regulations  will  add  to  the  burden  of  work  which  devolves 
upon  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  time  must  be  approaching  when  it 
will  not  be  possible  for  one  man  to  adequately  discharge  these  duties  and  the 
Council  will  perhaps  consider  increasing  the  establishment  of  Public  Health 
Inspectors, 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  has  again  drawn  attention  to  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  housing  grants  which  were  given  during  the  year.  There  was 
however,  an  increase  upon  the  previous  year.  Nevertheless  there  are  very 
many  properties  remaining  in  the  district  which  could  be  brought  up  to  a 
modern  standard  with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement  Grant, 

An  important  item  of  public  health  legislation  duning  I965  concerned 
the  Slaughterhouse  Regulations.  These  became  operative  during  the  year  and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  measure 
up  to  the  new  standards. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for 
their  interest,  to  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  and  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  help  dtiring  the 
year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Sajnples  of  water  taken  from  the  various  sources  supplying  the  mains 
in  the  Borough  again  showed  that  the  quality  both  chemically  and 
bacteriolog.i.cally  was  excellent.  A total  of  eight  samples  were  taken, 
five  of  these  for  chemical  analysis  and  three  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  supplies  provide  an  adequate  quantity  at  all  times  to  meet  the  water 
requirements  in  the  Borough.  To  provide  services  to  the  extension  at 
West  Field  Housing  Estate,  365  yards  of  3 inch  water  main  was  laid. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  W,  Gordon  Carey,  F.R.I.C., 

Public  Analyst,  Newcastle,  on  a sample  of  water  taken  on  26th  February,  I963 
from  Springhill  Reservoir,

This  sample  of  reservoir  water  is  very  similar  in  chemical  composition 
to  that  examined  in  February  I962,  It  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic 
purity  and  it  is  bacteriologically  sterile  in  quantities  examined. 


The  physical  attributes  of  the  water  are  excellent  and  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  water  is  suitable  for  a Public  Supply,

Following  prolonged  negotiations  the  Council's  water  undertakings  were,  by 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  (Berwick-upon-Tweed)  Order  19^3 t transferred 
to  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  on  1st  October,  19^3 • 

A well  supply  of  water  used  mainly  by  residents  of  private  holiday  chalets 
was  found  to  be  intermittently  contaminated.  A warning  notice  v/as  displayed 
at  the  well  informing  likely  users  of  the  danger.

The  main  sewer  outfalls  continue  to  discharge  directly  into  tidal  waters. 
Private  systems  in  the  landward  area  of  the  Borough  function  satisfactorily 
and  give  no  cause  for  complaint. 

The  sewer  system  was  extended  by  282  yards  into  the  new  housing  estate 
at  West  Field. 

CQi-iMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Since  fluoroacetamide  was  used  as  a poison  for  sewer  treatments  there 
does  appe.ur  to  have  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  rat  population  in  sewers. 
For  the  first  time  on  record  there  were  no  "takee"  when  test  baiting  was 
undertaken  during  November.  Three  sewer  treatments  and  two  test  baitings  were 
carried  out.  Visits  to  153  infested  premises  by  the  part-time  rodent  operator 
numbered  421  and  a further  1,299  premises  were  surveyed. 

PUBLIC  HE/iLTH  ACT,  I96I  - SECTION  74  - PIGEONS 

A total  of  1,016  birds  were  destroyed  during  "treatments".  The  method 
of  using  roof  spaces  of  buildings  where  the  birds  are  harbouring  as  traps  is 
still  proving  effective.  The  work  is  carried  out  during  the  hours  of  darkness 
and  eggs  and  nests  are  also  destroyed  while  the  work  is  in  progress.

THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTIHSR  MATERIALS  REGULATIURS , I96I 

Three  premises  in  the  Ec'rough  are  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act  of  I96I.  Tv;o  informal 
samples  of  filling  materials  were  sent  for  examination,  one  complied  with 
the  standards  prescribed  in  the  Regulations,  and  the  other  contained  .5% 
more  extracted  matter  than  that  permitted. 

HOUSING 

Two  Demolition  Orders  and  five  Closing  Orders  were  made  and  two 
statutory  notices  served  concerning  housing  defects.  Since  housing 
improvement  grants  were  introduced  I38  have  been  approved,  this  number 
includes  eighteen  discretionary  and  six  standard  grants  given  during  1963» 
There  are  still  many  properties  which  could  benefit  by  this  form  of  grant. 

The  incidence  of  shared  W.C.  accommodation  in  the  Borough  is  as  shov;n 
belov;  and  there  are  still  31  houses  where  chemical  closets  or  pail  closets 
are  in  use.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I96O 


Inspections  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  numbered  31  6 informal 

notices  v/ere  served.  The  inspections  were  mainly  to  the  three  licensed 
sites  and  to  a new  site  for  which  planning  approval  v;as  given.  During  the 
summer  months  there  were  the  usual  efforts  on  the  part  of  certain 
caravaners  to  use  unlicensed  sites.  In  these  cases  verbail  warnings, 
particularly  if  given  with  a police  constable  present,  usually  had  the

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

On  1st  July,  1963,  the  Slaughterhouse  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 
Appointed  Day  No.  2 Order  and  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations, 
Appointed  Day  No.  2 Order  became  operative  in  the  Borough  and  by  reason  of 
these  orders  tv/o  slaughterhouses  closed.  One  new  slaughterhouse  on  the 
Trading  Estate  in  Tweedmouth  opened  on  28th  September  and  was  approved  as  a 
Deadweight  Certification  Centre.  There  were  four  operational  slaughterhouses 
in  the  Borough  at  the  close  of  the  year, 

A total  of  878  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  meat  inspection 
and  22  relating  to  the  above-mentioned  Orders.  There  were  27  slaughtermen 
licensed  during  the  year. 

The  weight  of  condemned  foodstuffs  amounted  to  lltons.  llcwt.  8lbs.  12oz. 
Details  appear  in  Appendix 

Seventy-six  inspections  were  made  to  premises  other  than  slaughterhouses 
regai'ding  unfit  foodstuffs  and  37  visits  related  to  food  hygiene.  In  the 
latter  connection  six  informal  notices  were  served. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  tv/o  firms  were  prosecuted  under  Section  2 
of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1935,  one  for  selling  a tin  of  braised  steak 
containing  foreign  matter  and  the  other  for  selling  a mouldy  pie.  The  fines 
were  £10,  and  £3.  respectively. 

Four  complaints  v/ere  received  of  milk  being  sold  in  bottles  which  were 
not  in  a thorough  state  of  cleanliness.  Warnirgs  were  given  in  the  earlier 
cases,  but  it  was  decided  to  institute  legal  proceedings  following  the  last 
complaint  and  this  resulted  in  the  firm  being  fined  £50.  and  costs. 

Apart  from  visists  during  sampling,  three  inspections  were  carried  out  to 
premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured.  Of  the  37  samples  sent  for 
Methylene  Blue  Testing,  3I  were  placed  in  Category  I,  3 in  Category  II  and  3 
in  Category  IV,  In  the  case  of  Category  IV  results  it  was  found  that  a 
change  of  personnel  at  the  factory  had  resulted  in  insufficient  dismantling 
of  the  plant  and  this  was  responsible  for  inadequate  sterilization. 

Follov/ing  this  being  corrected  Category  I samples  were  procured.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936 


Only  three  smoke  observations  were  made  and  no  complaints  were 
received  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Atmospheric  pollution  by 
smoke  or  grit  is  negligible. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1932 


In  Appendix  6 of  this  report  will  be  found  details  of  traffic^ 
entering  Tweed  Dock.  No  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
and  de-rat ting  certificates  were  found  to  be  in  order. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1930 

The  register  showed  that  there  were  211  shops  in  the  Borough  at 

the  close  of  the  year.  Tv/enty  inspections  were  made  and  in  several  cases 

the  completion  of  statutory  forms  were  inadequately  carried  out  or  the 

forms  were  not  being  displayed.  V/arnings  were  given  in  such  cases. 

THE  PETROLEUM  (PEGULATIONS)  ACT,  1928  and  1936 

There  v;ere  29  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  and 

6 for  the  storage  of  petroleum  mixtures.  To  these,  6l  visits  v;ere  made 

and  10  underground  storage  tanks  were  ullage  tested.  Six  flash-point 

tests  v;ere  carried  out  resulting  in  the  withdrawal  of  a liquid  wood 

preservative  from  a local  firm's  stocks,  and  the  provisions  of  a can  store 

for  holding  a chemical  used  in  the  printing  trade. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of 

64,013  gallons  of  petroleum  and  400  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture.
